INSPECTION SYSTEM IN

The Belfast Branch of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation, at a meeting on 
Saturday last, passed resolutions expressing 
disappointment with the provisions of the 
Northern Ireland Budget so far as they affect 
the interests of the teaching profession. The 
failure of the Government to keep step with 
Britain in the restoration of the cuts was 
deplored, and the resolution expressed sur- 
prise at the implied suggestion of Mr. Poloclk, 
the Minister of Finance, that teachers have 
no grievance, seeing that their. salaries. are 
no lower than those paid in the Irish Free 
State. 

The report of the committee appointed to 
consider the inspectiog system in Northern 
Ireland was considered. It contained a series 
of recommendations, all of which were ap- 
proved, They included the abolition of the 
rating known as ‘‘highly efficient’’; the 
abolition of the ‘‘super-normal”’ scale and 
the raising of the normal scale to a point 
between the existing maxima and the two 
scales; the sum to be distributed in salaries 
to be no less than at present; mass inspection 
to be discontinued, inspéction to be biennial, 
and increments to be annual and automatic 
in the absence of an adverse report. 

In the .matter of teachers’ pensions, the 
branch urged the adoption of the decision of 
the British Government not to reduce them, 
after July 1 next, by more than 2 per cent.

As a matter of fact, the ghost 
was never anything more serious than a 
ercature of the imagination of amal 
O’ Keefe, the celebrated Dublin dramatist, 
who. about the end of the eighteenth |cen- 
tury, published a long ballad- -poem, en- 
titled The White Lady of Dublin.”

of a fortune, disdained during, life to 
bestow a coin upon a poor person. In 
punishment of her uncharitableness, she 
Was c ompelled to leave her grave at St. 
Mary’s each night and to roam the neigh- 
bourhood, in which she re-enacted) the 
part of Dives, seeking the needy and) the 
poor. The tradition, however, does) not 
refer to anyone who actually received) her 
chostly largesse. 


Samuel Pepys 


A preliminary notice of the publication 
of the later diaries of Samuel Pepys 
turned my train of thought to the great 
mental capacity and physical endurance 
of the diarist and some of his contem- 
poraries. In the Braybrook diary are 
references to many—Petty and others— 
whose lives teemed with vigorous and 
versatile action; and now, when youth is 
calling so loudly, it is an enlightening 
recolJection that the big men in the 
Restoration period had started early to 
turn adversity into opportunity. 

Behind all the drollery in Pepys’ 
journals is a story of his determined 
advancement despite difficulties, and when, 
in his thirty-eighth year, he laid down 
his pen—for the last time, he thought— 
he had lived more than an average full 
Where is reading more sad than 
his closing sentence— 

And so I betake myself to that course, 
which is almost as much as to see myself 
go into my grave; for which, and all the 
discomforts that will accompany my being 
blind, the good God prepare me! 

Now we learn that, relieved of the worst 
of all afflictions, and with boldness and 
resolution restored, he arose to still higher 
achievements. 

Pepys had little interest in Ireland, but 
his authority ran here. Mr, E. H. Bailey 
tells me there is in the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board office an Admiralty permit, 
signed in 1667 by Samuel Pepys, authoris- 
ing the vessel Mary—25 tons burthen, with 
five hands '—to trade between Dublin and 
the Canaries.

Petty was the first President of | 
the Dublin Philosophical Society, founded | 
by William Molyneux in 1684, which 
afterwards moved into T.C.D. In Crow) 
street, too, he designed his famous ship 
with two keels, which won him a wager bv 
beating the King’s mail packet in a race 
from Dublin to Holyhead. Other 
activities included the exposure of quacks 
like the wonder-working ‘* Father ” 
Finachty, of Kennedy’s Court. He was 
engaged also in coach designin a 
Kerry, and the development of the 
industry. Hig ingenuity and pera 
served him always, as, when challenged to 
fight a duel with a Dublin man, ignorant 
of his age and blindness, he accepted ; but, 
having the selection of venue an weapons, 
he chose mallets in a dark room. Petty’s 
daughter married the first Earl of Kerry, 
whose heir assumed the narte  Petty- 
Fitzmaurice. All his Irish. properties 
subsequently passed into the Lansdowne 
estate. 


Che Swan's: Adventure

‘Dryas Octopetala 


Recently I quoted Mr. * hen Gwynn’s 
account of the Burren—i:.; vast; barren 
expanse of North Clare—as a natural rock- 
garden which, at this season, is beautified 
by great flowering masses of Dryas 
octopetala. Mr. Gwynn describes the 
occurrence of this plant as virtually unique 
in these islands; but I hardly had laid 
down his charming book, ‘ Ireland in Ten 
Days,” than I found a similar rhapsody 
in Mr. Seton Gordon’s new book on the 
Scottish Highlands. The  Seottish 
naturalist tells of the far north of his own 
country, lovely in May, largely by reason 
of this vigorous growth. 

Yet. a third writer, that master of the 
natural science of Treland, Dr. Lloyd 
Praeger, has much to say about 
Dryas octopetala in a recent book, his 
‘“ Botanist in Ireland,” In a photograph 
from Black Head he shows a wild scene, 
clothed in this May-flowering rock-plant, 
covering even boulders three feet in 
height, and blossoming in thé rugged ' 
clefts. ““ He who has viewed the ihbnsende 
of acres of this Arctic-alpine plant, in full 
flower, on the limestones of the Burren,” 
Dr. Praeger writes, ‘‘ has seen one of the 
loveliest sights that Ireland has to offer.”

Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, at a meeting this morning 
at Galway, said that at the present 
time’ the. ¢ountfy’’ was engaged ‘in

Neither was it merely a 
matter of the land annuities, as time and 
again the British Ministers had made it clear 
that there was more than financial matters to 
be settled, and had referred to the’ decision 
of the Irish Parliament to remove the oath ; 
to the abolition of the right of appeal to the 
Privy Council, and to -other constitutional 
changes made or about to be made, and they 
had made it clear that political issues also 
were in dispute. That made the fight the old 
fight, to secure to the Irish people the right 
to be masters in their own country.

Free State are outlined in the bill now 
published to amend the Agricultural’ Produce 
(Cereals) Acts, 1935 and 1934. 

The cereal year is, altered to the following 
periods :— 

(a) The period, of twelve months-which com- 
menced on the 1st day of Aúgust, 1934; 

(b) The period of thirteen months commencing 
on the ist day of August, 1935; ' 

(c) The period of twelve months commencin 
on the 1st day of September in the year 1956, 
and each subsequent year. 3 
. The sale (wheat) years shall be (a) the 
twelve months commencing ist September, 
1935, and .(b) the period commencing on each 
subsequent 1st. September. 

The quota for a licensed mill is to be in- 
creased by one-twelfth that provided in pre- 
vious Acts. Every holder of a milling licence 
shall be obliged to mill each year a percentage 
of home-grown wheat, to be fixed by order of 
the Minister for Agriculture, 

Breach of these orders may render the 
miller liablé toa fine varying from £100 to 
£250, or, at the discretion of the Court, to 
a term of imprisonment not exceeding six 
months. 

Another section requires the holder of a 
milling licence to provide storage accommoda- 
tion and drying plant. Failure to comply 
makes the miller liable to the penalties 
mentioned above. 

The Minister may by order -require the 
miller to purchase and take into stor@ a per- 
centage of the wheat to be purchased by him 
in any one month, and such percentage may 
be fixed at 100 per cent.

Dublin and Galway 


Nominations for two by-elections in the 
Free State will be received on next Thurs- 
day and Friday. The deaths of Messrs. 
O’Connor and MacDonogh some time 
ago created vacancies in County Dublin 
and Galway, and these vacancies at 
last are about to be filled. Both 
the former members were supporters 
of the United Ireland Party; but 
under the proportional 
system of voting this fact gives no clue to 
the attitude of the constituencies. County 
Dublin always has been one of the strong- 
holds of Mr. Cosgrave’s party, while 
Galway, on the other hand, has been con- 
sistently loyal to Fianna Fáil, despite the 
fact that Mr. P. J. Hogan sits in Dáil 
Eireann for that county. One might 


result in a division of honours—that 
County Dublin will return the United 
Ireland candidate, and that Fianna Fail 
will gain a seat in Galway. The cam- 
paign, which promises to create a new 
record in intensity, began in earnest 
yesterday, when there was a spate of 
political meetings in both constituencies. 
Both parties have selected fairly strong 
candidates. In County Dublin Mr. Cecil 
Lavery, K.C., one of the leaders of the 
Irish Bar, will represent the interests of 
United Ireland, while his colleague in 
Galway will be a brother of the late 
member, who was exceedingly popular 
throughout the West of Ireland. Fianna 
Fáil has chosen Mr. Eamon Corbett, 
Chairman of the Galway County Council, 


to oppose Mr. MacDonogh, and in 
County Dublin its standard will be 
carried by Mr. Thomas Mullins. None of 
yesterday's speeches suggested that any 


new point is likely to be raised by either 
party. In both cases there probably will 
be a straight fight, as it is not probable 
that any further candidate will be nomi- 
nated, and, in that event, the intricacies 
of proportional representation will not 
complicate the issue. Once more the 
electors will be required to make a choice 
between the policies of President de 
Valera and Mr. Cosgrave, or, rather, in 
view of the peculiar circumstances of the 
Free State, between the personalities of 
the two leaders. It would be unwise to 
attach undue importance to the results ; 
nevertheless, they may give some idea of 
the way in which political opinion has 
been moving since the last election in the 
Saorstát. 

We have no doubt that speakers on both 
sides will obscure the issue by the intro- 
duction of all kinds of. irrelevancies. 
Indeed, a cursory glance at yesterday’s 
speeches will show that the process has 
begun already. As we see it, however, the 
issue is perfectly clear. It is, in the last 
analysis, a choice between the Free State's 
continued membership of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and its eventual 
secession. The. United’ Ireland Party, 
although in many ways its policy may be 
lacking in coherence, does stand for the 
Commonwealth; Fianna Fáil very 
definitely stands for separation. On this 
point the people of the Sacrstdt sooner or 


if the present by-elections could be con- 
fined to that single issue, the results 
would be extremely vcluable. We are 
convinced, as we always have been con- 
vinced, that the people of this country 
have no real desire for separation from 
the British Commonwealth. Many of them 
have been deluded into the belief, which 
they hold quite sincerely, that member- 
ship of the Commonwealth is incompatible 
with a sturdy sense of national indepen- 
dence, whereas, as is proyed by the case 
of South Africa, the very opposite is the 
case. The peculiar genius of the British 
Commonwealth lies in the very fact that 
it exemplifies the idea of unity in 
diversity, and that nations with a power- 
ful sense of nationhood can be loyal to it 
and to themselves at the same time.

The Irish Home 


The South Africa number of The Times 
has a proud article on the graces of 
domestic life in the Union. It recalls to 
memory a correspondence which appeared. 
nearly ten years ago on the social life of 
Ireland. Questions were asked which it is 
pertinent, perhaps, to ask again—how 
stands the home life of our people; have 
political changes and. economic growth 
altered for ever the complexion of Irish 
domesticity? An Englishman visited a 
country house in one of the Ulster counties 
north of the border. There he enjoyed 
that gracious hospitality which is the 
virtue of no single class among our people, 
but distinguishes our nation, as we are 
glad to believe, irrespective of its 
diversities of creed. On his return, the 
Briton wrote to The Times. to tell his 
fellow-countrymen of his agreeable experi- 
ence. He depicted a roomy, airy, frugally 
furnished country house, where the folk 
rose early to an active day, full of varied 
"and wholesome interest. Management of 
land and garden occupied much of the 
time, but not arduously ; a plain table was 
laden, dapibus inemptis, with the fruits 


welcome guests, since neighbours visited 
freely, as in olden times. Field sports 
afforded abundant recreation. Daily 
expenditure was small; but such was this 
country’s happy lot that a family could 
live thus in a sort of Sabine contentment 
on an’income which would spell genteel 
poverty in England. “Oh, fortunate!’’ 
the Englishman exclaimed as he thought 
of his Irish hosts. Then he added a 
lament. What ho had enjoyed in County 
Armagh or County Down was gone for 
ever, he declared, from Ireland south of 
that border, which he had not crossed. In 
the Free State the old Irish amenities had 
ceased. So he had been told. 

Swiftly there followed a letter from a 
correspondent of high military and social 
rank, resident in a Free State county 
contiguous to the border. This writer 
expressed an Irishman’s appreciation of 
the tribute paid to Irish hospitality, but 
courteously begged leave to quarrel with 
the gloomy account of the Southern 
counties. Revolution had printed its 
ashen traces in all parts of Ireland, in 
truth, but not so destructively im any 
part as the Englishman in Ulster 
supposed. Had the traveller but travelled 
a little farther, he would have found no 
visible difference. The social amenities 
lived on, and a Free State host could offer

It 
would be pleasant to believe that the toll 
has ended, and that present changes are 
tending to strengthen that modest rural 
ease which our visitor praised some years 
ago. To-day there is a fresh ferment in 
Irish society. Reports tell that ald estates, 
of the modest kind, are being reinha' ‘ed 
or replanted—news of the best, Observation 


tells, at the same time, of “new 
men,” in the Roman sense, who 
are setting up new homes. Are 


our new rich a.strength to the olden 
Irish virtues, or are they indifferent to 
our social traditions? Are the new changes 
mainly in favour of conservative ways, 
tending to an Irish Ireland in no narrow 
sense of that term, or are they tending 
more largely to make of this little island 
a petty America? 


Sixpenny Telegrams 
Last Friday the British Post Office 


inaugurated its “ sixpenny telegram.”’ It 
is now possible to send a telegram within 
the United Kingdom for a minimum 
charge of sixpence—a charge which con- 
trasts strikingly with the Saorstdt’s 
minimum rate of 1s, 6d. Many people 
had hoped that the Free State Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs would be able to 
follow Britain’s example, but Mr. Boland 
damped their hopes when he pointed out 
some weeks ago that the inevitable loss 
of revenue could not be recouped. In this 
matter of posta] services, however, profit 
is not the only consideration. England 
also- expects to lose money on the new 
cheap rate; but the Prince of Wales put 
the whole position in a nutshell when he 
said on Friday: ‘‘ The Post Office has a 
twofold duty—first, to provide an efficient 
postal service for the public, and, second, 
to make itself a paying concern for the 
good of the Exchequer."’ The Departm ut 
of Posts and Telegraphs might do well to 
ponder that thought, and to regard 
efficiency as its first, and not its second, 
duty. At the same time, we can appre- 
ciate Mr. Boland’s ieluctance to cheapen : 
telegrams here, where no chance exists to 
recover the loss; but we suggest that, 
instead, he should concentrate on the 
improvement. and cheapening of the tele- 
eclines in 
importance, the telephone increases, and 
a thoroughly efficient telephone service | 
would more than compensate for the 
almost prohibitive cost.of telegrams.

Husband and wife 
were one in the eyes of the law, and this 
meant that the husband could be held 
responsible for debts which he never had 
incurred, and offences which he never had 
committed. Until the new bill is law, for 
instance, he still can be sued for damages 
in respect of slander or libel committed 
by his wife, even if he is living apart from 
her. For the future, the position will be 
changed. Husbands no longer 1: . have to 
bear the consequences of their wives’ 
offences, while married women will be 
made responsible for debts contracted 
before their marriage, and will be liable 
to the law relating to bankruptcy. The 
general effect of the bill is to create a 
position by which husband and wife will 
be treated as separate veings so far as the 
civil liabilities of the wife are concerned, 
though the husband will not yet be 
absolved from the need to meet the debts 
which his wife has incurred after her 
marriage. A further bill, however, may 
be introduced to meet this point, which 
undoubtedly needs to be remedied.

PEAKING at Howth last night, Mr. 

Sean MacEntee, Minister for Finance, 
referred to Mr. Cosgrave’s speech on 
Saturday evening at Rathmines. He 
said the Government had asked the Op- 
position to co-operate with them in making 
the great conversion operation, which was 
due in December next, the success it 
ought to be. He was bound to say that 
until Mr, Cosgrave’s return to the poli- 
tical scene the Opposition had displayed a 
willingness to co-operate generously for

They had the patriotism and the states- 
manship to recognise that the success of 
this operation would be beneficial to every 
class and every section of the community ; 
and they were willing, so far as the exi- 
gencies of the two-party system of govern- 
ment would permit them, to discard 
the réle of partisans in the matter. 


CHANGED ATTITUDE 


He regretted to have to say it, but it 
would appear that with the return of Mr.

pluses of preceding years for the purpose, 
and was not borrowing to balance its 
Budget in the manner in which Mr. 
Cosgrave had pretended. 


RESULT OF FAILURE 


There was no doubt, therefore, of the 
soundness of the national finances, and 
no reason to talk of an impending and 
inevitable crash in the manner in whicli 
Mr. Cosgrave had done. 

This statement of Mr. Cosgrave’s—the 
first he had made since his return—could 
only be compared with the statement 
which had been made by the then leader 
of the Fine Gael L’arty. General O’ Duffy, 
on the eve of the Fourth National Loan, 
and Mr. MacEntee regretted to say that he 
was afraid it would have the same disas- 
trous effect.

—— 


UETTA is still being shaken by 
earthquake shocks, some of them 
fairly severe. A great mountain landslide 
occurred outside the city on Saturday 
afternoon. ‘These occurrences have, how- 
ever, brought no further tragedy to add 


About 20,000 bodies are estimated to 
be still lying buried in the ruins, but the 
work of extricating them, and of seeking 
for the injured has had to be ended. 

The city was sealed by the military 
authorities on Saturday. The danger now 
is that disease may break out. 

Details of the rescue and relief work 
and eye-witnesses’ accounts of the disas- 
ter are given in the following messages: 

Quetta, Sunday.—Trains with refugees 
are constantly leaving this city of ruins, 
but nearly all of those departing are In- 
dians. The surviving European families 
are staying on. Most of them are desper- 


ately busy helping the authorities in many 
ways and succouring other survivors of 


the disaster. Theirs is an uneasy posi- 
ton; for shocks are still occurring, some 
of them being fairly severe. 

It is not possible to add to the details 
regarding the European casualties already 
officially reported. It is also impossible to 
estimate accurately the Indian casualties, 
but there are at least 20,000 buried in the 
débris of the city. Thousands more have 
been extricated and buried by the troops. 

The troops have been working long, 
feverish hours extricating the living and 
the dead, and on all sides they have won 
praise for their untiring zeal. 


' DISEASE MENACE 


Now, however, nearly three days after 
the earthquake, they have had to abandon 
their task. The danger is that disease 
may break out. The city was sealed by 
the military authorities this afternoon. 
The reason for the establishment of mar- 
tial law was that the civil administration 
had broken down owing to the death “oí 
nearly all the subordinates and clerks. 
Letters from here are being posted un- 
stamped, as on field service, 

‘‘Quetta is sealed under a military 
guard as from to-day,’’ states an official 
communiqué issued here, “under medical 
advice, in view of the number of corpses 
still buried in the débris, There is no hope 
of rescuing any more. living. 

“The corpses extricated and buried 
number several thousands, but exact 
figures cannot be obtajned. There are 
of them under control, including four 
thousand injured. 

‘Refugees for the Punjab and Sind 
are being evacuated from today, when 
six trains leave from 11 a.m. onward. 
This will continue so long as no epidemic 
disease breaks out. 

“The Punjab and Sind have been re- 
quested, in consultation with the railway 
authorities, to arrange for food for the 
destitute refugees.”’ 

RELIEF FUND 
The Government of India are keeping 
in close touch with the situation, and are 
doing their utmost to render speedy and 
adequate relief. A relief fund was opened 
to-day, the very day on which His 
Majesty’s Jubilee Fund closed. The 
Jubilee Fund exceeds a crore of rupees 
(over £750,000), and is to be devoted to 
relieving distress and suffering in India. 
Lahore, Sunday.—‘‘ We thought it was 
the day of doom,’’ was the general ex- 
planation of the Quetta disaster given by 
twenty injured refugees, the first to arrive 
here from the stricken city, which they 
left fourteen hours after the first shock. 
Ninety per cent. of the inhabitants of the 
low-lying areas were killed, they reported. 
Of the rest, five per cent. were injured, 
and the rest came through unscathed. 
They said that the first warning of the 
earthquake was a terrific rumbling, 


HOUSES CRUMBLE 


Then, as if some tremendously powerful 
force were shaking the earth like a rattle, 
they were wakened. Houses began to 
crumble to their foundations like packs of 
cards. Few of the people, they continued, 
realised the appalling nature of the 
disaster in the midst of the overwhelming 
din. The early glimmer of dawn revealed 
the ghastly réality, the sight of which only 
the stoutest-hearted of the Indians coull 
withstand. All the rest were half-crazed 
by the destruction and the obliteration of 
their families. 

The crowds which gathered at the 
station here to greet these twenty sur- 
vivors were dejected on hearing from them 
that few of the Indian population were 
left unharmed. One of the survivors told

‘LEGISLATION 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
ATTITUDE 
CONGRESS SESSION MAY 
BE EXTENDED 


From Revrer’s CORREsPONDENT, 


WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT has inti- 

mated privately to members of 
Congress, Reuter understands, that he 
does not intend to introduce any emergency 
legislation to deal with the situation 
caused by the Supreme Court decision 
against the N.R.A. codes. | 

He will, however, demand that Congress 
remain in session until December, if 
necessary, in order to complete the legisla- 
tive ‘pregramme instead of going into 
recess towards the end of June. 

The President announced last night that 
the Government, following the Supreme 
Court decision, had dropped the prosecu- 
tion of 411 cases of alleged infringement 
of codes. 

In an official statement from the White 
House it was stated:—‘‘ Had it not been 
for the grounds. stated by the Supreme 
Court in the Schechter case, these cases 
would have been pressed by the Govern- 
ment in order to obtain an effective 
enforcement of the wage standards and 
fair trade practices.’’ 

Concern is expressed in Administration 
circles lest grain price fluctuations should 
result from the abolition of the N.R.A. 
codes for the grain exchanges. 

Officials of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration declare that the extension 
of the twelve cents loan on cotton to cover 
the 1935 crop may be affected by the 
Supreme Court’s ruling of the N.R.A. 

‘* Roosevelt has made himself almost a 
dictator,’’ declared an article in the 
Hearst papers to-day, signed by Mr. W. 
R. Hearst. The article, which will 
probably result in a final break between 
the Roosevelt Administration and the 
Hearst Press, accuses the President of 
assuming ‘‘ unconstitutionally in most 
cases more power than the Europear 
constitutional monarchs, and practically 
the same power as the European 
dictators.’’ i 


A MONETARY 
CONFERENCE? 


PRESIDENT LEBRUN'S 
STATEMENT.

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Sunday. 

President Lebrun, who, throughout the 
past week's economic and political alarms 
has played a most active, though con- 
stitutional part, to-day declared in a 
speech at Rheims, whither he nad gone for 
the champagne festival, that France was 
prepared to engage in an international 
monetary conference, although they were 
not prepared to discuss the devaluation of 
the franc. 

Whether currency fears still persist---in 
spite of the new Government’s energetic 
declarations against devaluation and the 
practical certainty that it will obtain 
plenary: powers on ‘luesday—is to-dcy an 
open question. 

Viewed from this side of the Channel, 
the majority of British opinion seems to 
be convinced that the franc is about to 
come off gold, and that it is simply a 
question of time. 

The majority of French opinion does 
not share this view at all. If the de- 
valuationists have some influential names 
among them, their num :rs are few. 

No further crisis is visible on the 
horizon, at any rate until such time as 
M. Bouisson’s measures to balance the 
Budget should fail. This should give, at 
the very least, some weeks’ breathing space. 


HANDS OFF THE FRANC 

The famous 72-year-old ex-Premier, M. 
Joseph Caillaux, who, as the new Finance 
Minister, is now to be for five months 
financial dictator of the Republic, has lost 
no time in declaring his “ unalterable de- 
termination to maintain the gold parity 
of the franc,”’ 

M. Caillaux, a great financial authority 
who has so suddenly been called to fill 
the réle of the saviour of France’s finances, 
added that he would ‘‘ ruthlessly throttle 
speculation against the franc, and mer- 
cilessly combat any tendency to devalua- 
tion.” 

That M. Caillaux will get his dictatorial 
financial powers when the new Govern- 
ment meets the Chamber on “Tuesday 
seems assured. 


FRANC AND DOLLAR 
The franc on Saturday quickly rose as 
against sterling from 75.30, Friday’s 
official closing quotation, to 74.50. The 
forward premiums on sterling were down 
to half Friday’s rate. 

Most important of all, the dollar, as 
compared with: the franc, dropped below 
gold point (15.19 to 15.15.) This spells 
the cessation of the flow of gold. to 
America. ; 

The purchase of gold bars at the Bank 
of France on Saturday morning showed a 
marked decrease. If Saturday’s tendency 
is maintained on Monday when the Paris 
Bourse (closed on Saturdays during the 
summer)‘ reopens - competent observers 
here—French, British and American—are 
of the opinion that the present franc crisis 
is over.

PREPARING FOR NEW LOANS 

Uncertainty as to the outcome of recent 
events.in America ana France has not helped 
Stock Exchange securities, though some 
authorities consider that the recent fall in 
British Government stocks was less: due to 
foreign selling than to sales by some of the 
big interests—underwrite®s and the like—in 
preparation for the expected revival of Cor- 
poration.loans. This may. be so, but: un- 
doubtedly there was a good deal of specu- 
lation in this group, as indicated by the 
movements in 24 per cent. ‘Consols and Local 
Loans Stock. An important point is that no 
material change has taken place in the 
monetary situation here during recent 
months. Moreover, there is no prospect of 
this for a considerable time to come; and it 
is extreniely likely that when the general out- 
look is better, a considerable recovery will 
be witnessel in gilt-edged securities. 


FOREIGN BALANCES IN LONDON 

Before that happens there may be a sharp 
fall as a result of sales on French account if 
it is decided to devalue the franc. In recent 
weeks there has been a big transfer of funds 
from Paris to London because of the dis- 
trust of the French currency, but such money 
would be reyatriated if France re-valued. 
Really, this repatriation would be welcomed, 
because the existence of large foreign funds 
in London constitutes a potential source of 
disturbance Moreover, in such circum- 
stances the tendency is for interest rates to 
fall unduly low, thus increasing the difficulty 
of employing banking resources remune- 
ratively. South African gold shares would 
probably also be temporarily affected by 
French selling, bytem fall in prices resulting 
from such sales should not frighten holders 
of good seurities into selling; indeed, it 
might affors an excellent opportunity of 
acquiring stock at a favourable level. 


REPORTS 


On the whole, the market for industrial 
ordinary shares remains one of thé best in 
the Stock Exchange. This is not surprising, 
for so far the expectations of increased 
profits and increased dividends. have heen 
realised, and in some instances the extent 
of the improvement. has been remarkable. 

This. section benefits from the meagre 
returns obtainable from what are termed 
*‘ safety first ” securities. and the reluctance 
to risk money in’ foreign government 
securities which, with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions, ar- somewhat distrusted.
